HAMILTON, DUKE or HAMILTON. 


HE moſt noble DOUGLAS HAMILTON, 

Duke of HAMILTON in Scotland, Chattelherauit 
in France, and Brandon in England ; Marquis of Hamilton, 
Clydſdale, and Douglas; Earl of Angus, Arran, and Lanerk, 
Lord Macanſhire, Polmont, Abernethy and Aberbrothick, 
Baron of Dutton, hereditable keeper of the King's palace of 
Holyrood-houſe at Edinburgh, ſucceeded his brother, the late 
Duke, July 7, 1769. 

This great and noble family is paternally deſcended from 
the Houſe of Douglas, one of which obtained the title of 
Duke of Hamilton, by marriage with the ſole heireſs of the 
Hamilton family in 1661, as hereafter will appear, | 

The firſt of this name on record is Sir William de Ham- 
bleden, or Hambleton, in the county of Bucks in England, 
of which, manor. he was poſſeſſed, who was third ſon of Ro- 
bert Earl of Leiceſter, deſcended from the Earl of Mellent in 
Normandy; for Robert Blanchmain, otherwiſe called Bel- 
lamain, or Bellomont, after the death of his uncle, Hugh 
Earl of Mellent, was by King Henry I. of England, created 
Earl of Leiceſter 1103. and was the firſt Earl of that place 
after the conqueſt, He married Elizabeth, daughter of Hugh

the Great, Earl of Vermondois, ſon of Henry King of

Roß ER T ſurnamed Boſſu, who in the year 1118 ſucceeded 
him, and was alſo Chief Juſticiary of England.

RoBe«T Blanchmain, who in the year 1168, became the 
third Earl of Leiceſter ; and he marrying Pernell, or Petro- 
nilla, daughter and*coheir to Hugh de Grantſmill, with her 
he had the honour of Hinkley in the county of Leiceſter, 
and was Steward of England; and by her had Rozexr the 
4tk Earl of Leiceſter, ;

About the year 1323, the ſaid Sir William ſpeaking in the 
praiſe of Robert Bruce King of Scotland, one John Spenſer, 
gare kim a blow, Sir William thereupon challenged the ſaid 
Spenſer, and for refuſing to fight him, he killed him the 
next day. 

The friends of Sir William adviſed him to abſcond, and 
accordingly he fled into Scotland, where he was kindly re- 
ceived by King Robert, who rewarded him with the lands of 
Kedzow, and others in the county of Lanerk, which lands 
were afterwards called Hamilton. 

It is ſaid, that when this Sir William fled from England, 
he was cloſe purſued into a wood, where he and his ſervant 
changed coats with two woodcutters, and took a frame-faw, 
with which they were cutting through an oak tree When the 
purſuers paſſed by, and that ſeeing his ſervant take notice of 
them, he ſpoke haftily to him, Tuxoven; which word be- 
came the motto of the family, and the ſaw cutting through 
the oak is the creſt, He married the only daughter of Gil- 
bert Earl of Strathern, and was coded: by

David his ſucceſſor, who married Janet, daughter to Wil- 
lam Keith, Marſhal of Scotland, and by her had five ſons, 
whereof Sir John the eldeſt countinued the line, and from 
Robert the 3d fon ſprung the family of Bruntwood, from 
which branched the Lord Belhaven. 

| Sir Joux, who ſucceeded, and was Lord of Kedſow, mar- 
ried Janet, daughter to Sir James Douglas of Dalkeith, an- 
ceſtor to the Earl of Moreton, by whom he had Sir James 
Hamilton, who ſucceeded him; a ſecond fon named David, 
and Thomas the third, from whom is deſcended the Earl of 
Clanbrazil, of Ireland, 

(1ft. B.) Sir Jawes, who was heir to his father, was ſent 
into England as an hoſtage for the payment of 40,0001. 
ſterling, for the ranſom of King James I. and was afterwards 
knighted by the ſaid King and made one of his Privy Coun- 
cil; and in 1445 all his Lands were erected into a Barony 
called Hamilton, and he created Baron thereof by King 
James II. 

He married to his firſt wife Janet, daughter to Sir Alex- 
ander Levingſton of Calender, by whom he had James the 2d 
Lord Hamilton, and three more ſons; and by his zd wife, 
who was Eupheme, daughter to Patrick Graham, Earl of 
Strathern, and Counteſs Dowager of Douglas, he had one 
daughter married to David Earl of Crawford, afterwards 
Duke of Montroſe, | 

(2d Lord) James, the 2d Lord Hamilton, was one of the 
Privy Council to King James III. and in 1474, marrying the 
Princeſs Mary, eldeſt filter to that King, and widow of Tho- 
mas Boyd Earl of Arran, by her had James his ſucceſſor, 
and a daughter Elizabeth; who being married to Matthew 
Stewart Earl of Lenox, by him was grandmother of Henry 
Lord Darnley, father of King James VI. the firſt monarch of 
Great. Britain. : 

(3d Lord, 1ſt Earl of Arran.) James the third Lord Ha- 
milton, who ſucceeded his father on the 6th of November 
1479, was by King James IV. ſent into England to negotiate 
the marriage between that King and the Princeſs Margaret, 
eldeſt daughter of King Henry VII. for which the King gave 
him the county or Iſland of Arran, and created him Earl 
thereof, 

He married to his firſt wife Beatrix, daughter to John Lord 
Drummond, by whom he had no iſſue. His ſecond wife was 
Janet daughter of the Lord Home, who alſo died without 
iſſue. His third wife was Janet, daughter of Sir David Bea- 
ton, by whom he had a ſon named James, who ſucceeded

As to the titles of Baron Dutton and Duke of Brandon, 
the validity of the patent being ſolemnly debated in the houſe 
of Lords, Dec. 30, 1711; it was adjudged that no peer of 
Scotland could be created a peer of England, as it was de- 
clared inconſiſtent with the articles of the union, which 
made all the peers of Scotland peers of Great Britain, 
with the ſame dignities and privileges, except fitting and 
yoting in the houſe of Lords, otherwiſe than by fixteen re- 
preſentatives, and therefore to admit more than ſixteen was 
contrary to the treaty. ;

SCOT, DUKE or BUCCLEUGH. 


HE moſt noble HENRY SCOT, Duke of BUC- 

CLEUGH, Earl of Dalkeith, Baron Scot of Buccleugh, 
and Eſkdale, in Scotland; and a peer of England, by the 
title of Baron Tindale in Northumberland, and Earl of Don- 
caſter in Yorkſhire, and knight of the moſt antient order of 
the Thiſtle; was born Sept. 2, 1746, and ſucceeded his 
grandfather Francis, the late Duke, April 22, 1751. He 
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married, March 20, 1767, Lady Elizabeth, daughter to 
George Duke of Montagu, by whom he has iſſue, 1. Charles 
William, Earl of Dalkeith, 2. Lady Mary, 3. Lady Eliza» 
beth, 4. Lady Caroline. 

In the reigns of Alexander III. and Robert I. we find this 
family of Scot very powerful on the borders towards England, 
of which they were often wardens ; and in 1269, | 

Sir Rog ER T Scor Knight, (who then ſwore allegiance to 
King Edward I. of England, as Baron of Lanerkſhire) marry- 
ing the heireſs of Murdiſton in Clidſdale, by her obtained 
that Barony ; and thereupon laid aſide his paternal arms, 
which were argent, three lions heads eraſed, gules; and 
took the arms of Murdiſton, as borne by the preſent Duke. 
He was ſucceeded by another Sir Roß ER T Scor, who was 
of Murdiſton and Ranelburn, in the reign of Robert II. and 
he having a ſon, 

WarLTER, who performed many actions of honour and 
courage in the ſervice of the crown, was nobl; rewarded b 
the ſaid King, who gave him the barony of Kirkude, and 
made him a knight, 1390. 

In 1426 he obtained from the Earl of Douglas a charter of 
the lands of Lempetlaw, for his ſervice done to that Earl; 
and afterwards, in 1446, exchanged his lands of Murdiſton, 
with Thomas Inglis of Maner, for the lands of Broxholm. _ 

He lefc two ſons, David, his heir, and Alexander ; which 
Alexander in 1488, was ſlain with King James III. in a battle 
fought againſt his Nobles, In this reign, and that of James 
IV. the ſaid 

Davip made a figure in the publick tranſactions; he had a 
daughter, Janet, married to James Lord Drumlanrig, and one 
_ who died before him; and dying in 1492, was ſucceeded 

"Sir WaLTER his Grandſon, who married to his firſt wife 
a daughter of the family of Carmichael, and by her had Sir 
William Scot ;- And by Janet his 2d wife, daughter to John

This Duke was born at Rotterdam in Holland the ↄth of 
April 1649; and bore the ſurname of Crofts till his marriage 
with the ſaid Lady Ann Scot; and hence it was that he had 
alſo the Titles Duke of Buccleugh, &c. and took the ſurname 
of Scot, according to the uſage of Scotland in marrying the 
heireſs of an antient family. 

In July 1662 he was brought into England, his mother 
being then dead, and was received by the King at Hampton 
Court with great demonſtrations of joy and affection. 

On the 14th of February following he was created Baron 
of Tyndale in the county of Northumberland, Earl of Don- 
caſter in the county of York, and Duke of the county of 
Monmouth, to him and his heirs male, and took his ſeat in 
the Houſe of Peers the next ſeſſion of parliament ; and mar- 
rying the Lady Ann Scot, as before mentioned, they were 
jointly created Duke and Ducheſs of Buccleugh. 

Having ſnewed himſolf very zealous in proſecuting a full

had ſo much gained the affections of the people, that ſome

Notwithſtanding which the Duke of Vork, then at Bruſ- 
ſels, grew ſo jealous of his new competitor, that in the be- 
ginniog of September 1679, he prevailed with the King not 
only to divelt the Duke of Monmouth of his great places, but 
to oblige him likewiſe to depart the kingdom, whereupon he 
retired to Utrecht. | 

Before James II. was ſettled on the throne, this unhappy 
Duke being perſuaded to attempt the crown, ſailed from the 
Texel in Holland on the 24th of May 1685, with one man 
of war and two tenders, accompanied by Ford Lord Gray, 
afterwards Earl of Tankerville, a German Count, and about 
6 or 700 men and officers, who had fled to Holland for re- 
fuge in the late reign ; and after having been 19 days at ſea, 
they landed near Lyme in Dorſetſhire on the 11th of June, 

The Duke immediately led them by a backway into the 
town, and ſet up his ſtandard in the Market-place without 
oppoſition ; then he muſtered his ſmall force, who were well 
armed and clothed ; and being aſked whom they were for, 
they declared for the proteſtant religion, the laws, rights, 
and privileges of England, inviting all people to come and 


25 with them; after which the Duke's declaration againſt 
ing James was read in form. 

On Saturday the 13th of June, the King receiving this 
news by expreſs from the Mayor of Lyme, he immediately 
ſent it to the Parlliament ; whereupon both Houſes voted an 
addreſs of thanks to his Majefty ; and the Commons ordered 
in a bill to attaint the Duke of high treaſon, which on the 16th

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paſſed the royal aſſent; and though the parliament had pro- 
miſed to aſſiſt the King againſt the Duke and all his adherents, 0 


yet the country people flocked to him in great numbers, ſo 0 
that he had an army of five thouſand horſe and foot, with L 
which he marched from Lyme to Taunton, where he was re- 1 


ceived with unuſual demonſterations of joy; from thence he 5 

marched to Bridge water, where he was proclaimed King; 9 

and from thence to Bath, where being denied entrance, he 0 

proceeded to Philips Norton, and by ſurpriſe defeated a 

troop of the King's horſe. 0 

After this ſucceſs he marched within two miles of Briſtol, . 
where a council of war being held, it was reſolved not to 
enter the city, but to retire to Bridgewater ; for the Earl of 
Feverſham being incamped with the King's army at Sedge- 
more near that town, the Duke reſolved to make one deſpe- 
rate puſh for all, and on Monday the 6th of July, about four : 
In the morning, attacked the King's troops, when he was in- 
tirely routed, zoo of his men being killed in the fight, 1000 | 
in the purſuit, and as many taken priſoners, | 
The Earl of Feverſham having ſent out ſeveral parties in 
purſuit of the Duke and his adherents, the Lord Gray was 
apprehended the next morning by the Lord Lumley's men; 
and the day after the Duke himſelf was likewiſe taken, and 
being brought to Lord Lumley was conveyed under a guard 
to the Tower of London; and July 15, 1685, he was be- 
| —— on Tower hill, in the 37th year of his age, leaving 
four ſons and two daughters. 
Charles Earl of Doncaſter, born in Auguſt 1672, and died 
in February, 1673. James Earl of Doncaſter, born in May, 

15674, was after his father's attainder in England, called Earl 
, o Dalkeith. Henry, 3d ſon, was born in the year 1676, 

. and was created Earl of Delorain. Francis, 4th fon, was 
born in 1672, and died the next year. Lady Charlotte died 
young in 1683. Lady Ann was born 1n 1675, but died with- 
in the Tower of London the next month after her father.

Of this great family, which took their ſur- 
name from the barony of Gordon in the county of Berwick, 
there have been, beſide thoſe in North Britain, ſeveral of 
great diſtinction in Moſcovy. : 
In the reign of Robert Bruce, Apam Gordon got from 
that King the Lordſhip of Strathbogy in Aberdeenſhire, 
which was then in the crown, by the forfeiture of David de 
Strathbogy ; and ſome ſay he ſtrengthened his title by marry- 
ing the daughter; but upon that occaſion they removed thi- 
ther from Berwickſhire, their firſt county, where the family 
and their branches poſſeſſed many conſiderable baronies, 
among which is the Lordſhip of Gordon, This family had 
alſo many lands beſtowed upon them by their Princes; but 
ſuffered much by their adhering to Queen Mary, King

To this Adam Gordon ſucceeded his ſon ALEXANDER, 
who loſt his life at the battle of Durham in 1346, in behalf 
of King David II. and was ſucceeded by Sir John Gordon 
his ſon, who, in the 28th of the ſaid King, obtained a charter 
for uniting all his lands into the entire barony of Strathbogy.

QUEENSBURY and Dover; Marquis of Queenf- 
bury, Dumfries, and Beverley; Earl of Queenſbury, 
Drumlanrig, Sanquar, and Solway ; Viſcount Drumlan- 
rig, Nith, Torthorald, Tibbers, and Roſs; Baron Doug- 
Jas of Hawick, Kilmount, Middleby, Tibbers, Dornick, 
and Rippon, was born Nov. 24, 1698, and married in 
March 1720, the Lady Catharine Hyde, ſecond daughter 
to Henry Hyde Earl of Rocheſter, by whom he has had iſſue 
two ſons and a daughter, viz. 

1. Henry Earl of Drumlantig, wholwas born Oct. zo, 
1722; and, July 10. 1754, married the Lady Elizabeth 
Hope, daughter of John Earl of Hopton ; but was killed 
by the accidental going off of his own piſtol, on his jour- 
ney from Scotland to London, the 2oth of October follow- 
ing; and his Lady died in April 1756; 2.

HE moſt noble JOHN CAMPBEIT.L, Duke, Marquis, 

and Earl of ARGYL ; Marquis of Lorn and Kintyre; 
Earl of Campbell and Cowal ; Viſcount Lochow and Glen- 
illa; Lord of Inverary, Mull, Morven, and Tyrie; here- 
ditable maſter of the King's houſhold ; hereditable keeper of 
Dunſtaffnage and Carrick ; ſucceeded his father, the late 
Duke of Argyl, November 17, 1770; his Grace married 
March 3, 1759, Elizabeth, daughter of John Gunning, 
Eſq. and relict of James, Duke of Hamilton, father, 
of the late and prelent Dukes, by whom he has iſſue 
George, Marquis of Torn, and Ladies Auguſta and Char- 
lotte. His Grace was created a Peer of England, wile 
Marquis of Lorn, December 20, 1766, by the title of 
Baron Sundridge, of Coom-bank, in Kent, and in failure 
of his iſſue to his brothers Lord Frederick and William, and 
their heirs male. | 

Sir Col ix MOR B Campbel, was one of thoſe great men 
ſummoned to Berwick in Auguſt, 1291, on the part of Ro- 
bert Bruce, when King Edward I. of England came there 
to decide the diſpute between the ſaid Robert and John Ba- 
liol, for the crown of Scotland. 

He married a Lady of the family of Sinclair, by uw hom

This noble family of Murray is of antient ſettlement in 
the county of Perth, and were deſcended from Sir Malcolm 
Murray, whoſe ſen Sir William in the year 1282, marrying 
Adda Moravia, daughter to Malyſs Seneſchal of Strathern, 
thereby became poſſeſſed of the barony of Tullbarden. 

In 1292 he was one of the Barons ſammoned to Berwick: 
by King Edward J. of England, when that Prince was to 
determine the controverſy about the ſucceſſion to the crown 
of Scotland, then diſputed between John Baliol and Robert 
Bruce. By the ſaid Adda his wife he had 

Sir AnpxeEw MurRAY, his heir, who in 14332, was 
joined in the government of Scotland with Robert Stewart 
the regent, while King David with his Queen were obliged 
to retire into France: dying in the. year 1338, he left a ſon - 
William, the father of Walter Murray, whoſe ſon David was 
knighted by King James I. and founded the collegiate church 
of Tullibarden ; and he dying in 1446, left Sir William 
his ſucceſſor, and a daughter Marion, married to Malcolm 
Drummond of Cargill, anceſtor to the Earl of Perth.

HE moſt noble WIELIAM GRAHAM, Duke, Mar- 
quis, and Earl of MONTROSE ; Marquis and Ba- 
ron of Graham, Dundaff, Kincarn, Mindock, and Kina» 
ber in Scotland ; and Earl and Baron Graham of Belford, 
in the county of Northumberland, in England; ſucceeded 
his father, in 1741, as Duke of Montroſe, but ſucceeded to 
the Engliſh honours on the death of his brother David, in 
1731; He married in October, 1742, the Lady Lucy Man- 
ners, daughter of John, the ſecond Duke of Rutland, by 
whom he had a ſon James, Marquis of Graham, born Feb. 
B, 1755, and a daughter Lady Lucy, born in July, 1751; 
and married in June, 1771, to Archibald Douglas, Eſq. 
According to the Scots writers, this noble family is de- 
ſcended from the renowned Greme, who, in the year 404, 
was General of King Fergus II's army; and in 420, making 
a breach upon the Trench or Wall, which the Emperor 
Severus had made between the rivers Forth and Clyd, as the 
utmoſt bounds of che Roman Empire, to keep out the Scots 
from moleſting them in their poſſeſſions, the ſaid trench has 
ever ſince been called Grame's Dyke; and during the mi- 
nority of Eugene II. the ſon of Fergus II. he was Gover- 
nor of Scotland, and married a Lady of the Royal Houſe of 
Denmark. | 
Ia the year 1225, WiLLtam de Grame or Greme, now 
ſpelt Granam, was one of the witneſſes to the foundation of 
the. Abbey of Holyrood Houſe, by King David I. and Sir 
David Graham obtaining from King William the Lion, a 
grant of the lands of Charleton and Burrowfield near Glaſ- 
gow, and the Lordihip of Kinaber, in the county of Kincar- 
din, was there:n ſucceeded by Sir David his ſon, who had 
alſo a grant from Maldwin, Earl of Lenos, of the lands of 
Strathblane in Stirlingſhire, and Mindoc in Lenos, and 
from the Earl of Dunbar got the lands of Dundaff. 
His fon David ſucceeding, obtained particular charters 
of his whole lands, and had them ratified to him under the 
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reat ſeal of Alexander III. and afterwards marrying Anna- 
bel, ſiſter to Malyſs Earl of Strathern, with her had the 
Barony of Kincarn, or Kincardin of Strathern, in the coun- 
ty of Perth, and by her had Sir Patrick, who ſucceeded, 
and was the Sheriff of Stirling, and Sir David Grame. . 
In the year 1296 Sir Patrick, ſtrenuouſly aſſerting the 
independence of his country againſt King Edward I. of Eng- 
land, was killed at the battle of Dunbar, and left iſſue two 
ſons; whereof Sir David ſucceeded him, and Sir Nicol the 
youngeſt, marrying the heir of Robert de Avenel, with her 
had the lands of Eſkdale in the ſouth. He was alſo proge- 
nitor of the renowned Sir John Graham, who was ſlain at 
the bloody battle of Falkirk, 1298, when the famous Wal- 
lace was defeated by the ſaid King Edward. \ FIR 

Sir David, who ſacceeded his father, being alſo a very 
great patriot, and zealous in behalf of King Robert Bruce, 
he, upon the King's acceſſion to the throne, had a grant of 
divers lands, for his good ſervices before that time per form- 
ed; and in the year 1320, was one of the Barons who wrote 
that notable Ietter to the Pope, aſſerting the independence of 
Scotland, and extolling the ſaid King as the nation's deli- 
verer; to which record his ſeal now remains intire, His fon 
Sir David, ſucceeded, and in the year 1346, when King 
David was taken priſoner at the batttle of Durham, he was 
one of the Barons of Scotland appointed to treat with the 
Engliſh for the King's redemption, He left a ſon, Sir 
Patrick, and a daughter, married to William, Earl of 
Roſs. | | 

Sir PaTR1CKk was Lord of Dundaff, and one of the hoſ- 
tages for the ſaid King's ranſom, By his firſt wife he had 
William Graham, Lord of Kincarn; and by his ſecond, 
who was daughter of Sir John Stewart, brother to King 
Robert II. ws ſiſter to Walter Stewart, Lord of Raleſton, 
he had Patrick, from whom deſcended the Earls of Men- 
teith ; as alſo Robert, David, Alexander, and a daughter 
Maud, married to Sir John Drummond of Concraig. 

Sir WiLLIaM GRanam, of Kincarn, who ſucceeded, 
was joined in embaſly to King Henry IV. of England, with 
the Earls of Crawford and Mar, to negociate and ſettle a 
peace, He married firſt Mariot, daughter of Sir john Oli- 
phant, by whom he had two ſons, Alexander, who died 
before him, and John. His ſecond wife was Lady Mary 
Stewart, daughter of King Robert III. widow of James De- 
nure, and of George, Earl of Douglas and Angus; by her 
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he left four ſons, Robert, who was father to the Grabams of 
Fintry, Patrick, who was Biſhop of St. Andrews, from 
which two laſt are the Grahams of Garvock, Balgoun, and 
Knokdolen : and dying in 1424, was ſucceeded by Patrick, 
ſon of Alexander by his firſt wife. | 

Parzick, Lord Graham, was choſen one of the Gover- 
nors of the Realm, during the minority of King James II. 
and died in 1467, | | 

. William, his fon and heir, married Jane, daughter of 
George Douglas, Earl of Douglas and Angus, and dying in 
1472, left Jane, married to John, the ſecond Lord Ogilvy, 
and Chriſtian, married firſt to Sir John Hadden of Glen- 
eagles, and ſecondly to Sir Thomas Maul, -anceftor of the 
Earl of Panmure ; alſo two ſons, William, who ſucceeded, 
and George, from whom came the branch of Callender in 
Menteith. 

- (1 Earl) William, the next Lord Graham, adhered to 
the party of King James HI. againk that of the nobles, and 
was a Commander for him at the battle of Bannockburn, 
1488, wherein the King loſt his life. In return for his loy- 
alty, King James IV. was pleaſed to create him Earl of 
Montroſe, on March 3, 1503. 

He married firſt Annabel, daughter of John, Lord Drum- 
mond, by whom he had a fon and heir, William. His ſe- 
cond ike was jane, daughter of Archibald Edmonſon of 
Dandteath, by whom he had Margaret, the Wife of John 
Stewart, Earl of Lennox; Elizabeth married to Walter, 
the grandſon and heir of John the firſt Lord Drummond ; 
and Nicola married to William Murray, of Abercarny. 
His third wife was Chriſtian Wavane, by whom he had Pa- 
trick, progenitor to thoſe of Inſbraco and Gorthy, and An- 
drew, who became the firſt Proteſtant Biſhop of Dunblane, 
1572. This Earl was, with King James IV, and many 
other nobles, killed at the battle of Flodden, 1513. 

(2d Earl) William, by his firſt wife, ſucceeded, and 
was the ſecond Earl, He was appointed Governor to King 
James V. by the regent, John, Duke of Albany, He mar-

by her left a ſon James, who ſucceeded him, and four daogh- 
ters; Lillie, married to Sir John Colquoun, Bart. Marga- 
ret to Archibald, the firſt Lord Napier; Dorothy to James 
Rollo; Beatrix to David Drummond, Lord Maderty, cjder 
brother to William the firſt Viſcount Strathallan, 
(1 Marg.) James, the fifth Earl, and firſt Marquis of 
Montroſe, born in 1612, was but young when his father 
died; and ſtrongly attaching himſelf to Charles I. was 
made in the year 1644, Captain General in Scotland, and 
Marquis of Montroſe ; but on his advancing from Eding- 
burgh with defign to firengthen the King, he was met at 
Philliphaw, near Selkirk, by Major General Leſley, who 
was detached from the Scots army in England to oppoſe his 
propreſs ; and in a battle fought there on September 13, 
1645, the Marquis was totally defeated, himfelf eſcaping 
to the Highlands with very great loſs. | 

The blow gave ſuch a fatal wound to the King's intexeſt 
in Scotland, that his Majeſty ſent orders to the Marquis to 
leave the Kingdom by the firſt opportunity. He accordingly 
tranſported himſelf into France in Auguſt, 1646. At Pans 
he ſolicited Cardinal Mazarine for ſupplies to affiſt the 
Xing, but in vain; and fo retired to Pruſſels, where he

tainted by parliament, and excommunicated by the Kirk. 
The King however granted him a commiſſion to raiſe what 
money and ſoldiers he could to make a diverſion in Scot- 
land, notwithſtanding the dependence of the treaty, which 
was then removed to Breda. 

Accordingly . the Marquis having procured a ſupply of 
Money from Denmark and Sweden, he got together five 
hundred men with arms and ammunition, which he ſent 
From Hamburgh to one of the Orkney Iſlands, and immedi- 
ately followed with about one hundred officers, in April, 
1650. From thence he landed at Caithneſs with his regi- 
ment, and after ſecuring a certain caſtle, he ſent about to 
his friends. to come and join him. He publiſhed a Mani- 
feſto, declaring that he had a — from his Ma- 
4 jeſty to protect his good ſubjects, but with no view to in- 
«« terrupt the treaty with the King at Breda, that he expec- 
„ted rather to haſten the concluſion thereof by virtue of 
this expedition, and if the treaty ſucceeded, he was ready 
* and willing to diſband his forces on the firſt orders from 
« his Majeſty. “?“? F 

The parliament then ſitting at Edinburgh, was aſtoniſhed 
to hear of his landing in that juncture wich the King's Com- 
miſſion. Whatever was pretended, it too plainly appeared, 
that the deſign was not to promote the treaty, but to ob- 
ſtruct it, by torcing the parliament to deſiſt from thoſe con- 
ditions which they thought neceſſary for the ſafety of the 
kingdom. They were alſo. more alarmed as the Marquis 
had formerly been very ſucceſsful, and with his Highland- 
ers and Iriſh forces had uſed his advantages with great bar- 
barity: Therefore immediate orders were iſſued out for aſ- 
ſembling 6000 men under General Lefley ; and in the 
mean time Colonel Strahan was detached with three hundred 
horſe, in order to reſtrain the King's friends from riſing. 
This had the deſired effect; for whether through fear of 
being ſurprized by the cavalry, or becauſe Leſley was ad- 
vancing with a greater power, the King's adherents did not 
ofter to appear; and thoſe Highlanders who, out of aftec- 
tion to the Marquis and his cauſe, had joined him, "oy

but indifferently armed, and worſe diſciplined ; ſo that his 
ſmall army could make no progreſs, eſpecially as it 
was com poſed of ſoldiers from different nations, and in a 
barren country ſtrangers to each other. 

Strahan, according to his inſtructions, was extremely di- 
ligent, and after a long march, came up with the Marquis 
before he was expected. On the firſt attack the Highlanders 
retreated, and forſook their noble Chief with as much haſte 
as they joined him; the foreigners ſtood their ground, but 
after ſome reſiſtance, were defeated and made priſoners : 
The Marquis being obliged to fly, put on the habit of a 
poor countryman, and after wandering ſeveral days in diſ- 
guiſe, he took ſhelter in the houſe of Mr. Macleod of Aſ- 
ſynt, in the north of Roſsſhire. This gentleman was in- 
clined to protect him till a ſhip might be procured to make 
his eſcape; but whether through fear of concealing him, 
or for the promiſed reward ſome other perſon diſcovered 
him, he was ſoon apprehended and conducted to General 
Leſley, who immediately ſent him to Edinburgh. 

The - parliament then fitting, his Lordſhip was received 
in a ſort of triumph by the magiſtrates and people. As he 
ſtood excommunicated and outlawed he was called only by 
the name of James Graham ; and no regard being paid to 
his dignity, he was carried to the common gaol. A day or 
two after being brought before the parliament, the Lord 
Chancellor, John Earl of Loudon, made a ſpeech upon that 
occaſion, wherein he charged him with apoſtacy, in break- 
ing the ſolemn covenant of the nation ; that he had rebelled 
againſt God and the kingdom, by introducing and joining 
with the Iriſh forces, and others, whereby he was guilty of 
many horrid murders, treaſons, and impieties; for all 
which he Divine Providence had at length brought him to 
ſuffer a moſt juſt puniſhment; that therefore he was on the 
morrow, being May 21, 1650, to be hanged at the Croſs 
on a gibbet thirty foot high, for the ſpace of thuee hours; 
then to be beheaded and quartered, and his head fixed on 
Tolbooth Priſon. If he repented, and was abſolved of ex- 
communication, his body might be buried in St. Giles's 
church, but otherwiſe it ſhould be buried in the place where 
he was to ſuffer, 

He ſuffered his fate with great calmneſs of mind; and 
his body being interred at the place of execution, it there 
remained till the reftoration, when by his Majeſty's own ap- 
pointment all the parts were collected and laid together in 
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the church of Holyrood Houſe, from whence his corpſe was

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"HE moſt noble JOHN KER, Dake of ROXBURGH, 
Marquis of Beaumont and Cesford 5 Earl of Rox- 
burgh and Kelſo; Viſcount Broxmouth, Baron Ker of 
Roxburgh, Cesford, and Caverton, in Scotland; and alſo 
an Engliſh Peer, by the ſtile and title of Baron and Earl 
Ker of Wakefield, in the county of Vork; was born in 
April, 1740, and ſucceeded his father Robert; the late 
Duke, Aug. 20, 1755, 

Of this antient family, which is ſaid to come from Nor- 
mandv, was Ker, of Ker Hall, in the county of Lancaſ- 
ter; from whom deſcended two brothers, Ralph and Rd. 
bert, in the county of Roxburgh, who made the two 
branches of Cesford and Ferniherſt, about the time of King 
David II. 1340; and Robert having obtained from that 
King the lands of Oultoburn, lying near the water of 
Beaumont, was anceſtor to the houſe of Cesford, of whom 
we are treating.

Davip, Lord Crawford, was one of the Commiſſioners 
of the Treaty for the Redemption of King David 1I. who

(1ſt Earl) Sir David LIS DSA Y, of Gleneſk, ſon of his 
uncle, Sir Alexander, who, by King Robert III. was cre. 

He married the Lady Jane, 
daughter of King Robert II. by whom he had a daughter 
Elizabeth, married to Sir William Keith, and was mother 
of William, created Earl Marſha), and . 

(zd Earl) ALEXANDER, his heir, who in 1423, was one 
of the hoſtages for the ranſom of King James I. who had 
been eighteen years confined in England; and dying in 
1445, left a fon, 8 

(3d Karl) Arzxanner, who in the reign of James II. 
left David his ſucceſſor, Alexander Lindſay, of Achter- 
monſy, and a daughter Elizabeth, married to Sir 'Thomas 
Maule, anceſtor to the Earl of Panmure, 1n Ireland, 

(4th Earl) David, who ſucceded, was Maſter of the 
Houſhold and Chamberlain to King James III. and by him 
created Duke of Montroſe for life ; and he marrying Eliza- 
beth, daughter of James, Lord Hamilton, by her had John 
his heir, and Elizabeth, married to John, the firſt Lord 
Drummond.

He was Gentleman of the Bedchamber to King James VI, 
who in 1590, honoured him with the title of Lord Spinzy, 

(ioth Earl) Davip, the eldeſt ſon ſucceeded, and mar- 
ried Griſel, daughter of John Steward, Earl of Athol, and 
had a ſon 

(11th Earl) David; but he dying without iſſue, his ef- 
tate and honour deſcended to his uncle 

(12th Earl) Sir HENRY Linpsay, who married Marga« 
ret, daughter of Sir James Shaw, of Souchy, in the coun- 
ty of Clacmannan ; and by her had 

(143th Earl) Lonowick, his heir in the honour, who, in 
1643, commanded a regiment of horſe at the battle of 
Landſdown, for King Charles I. but. he likewiſe dyin 
without iſſue, made an intail of his honour, on John, Fart 
of Lindſay, of the line of Byres, which, in 1661, was ras 
tihed by act of parliament. | 

The progenitor of the family of Lindſay, of Byres, was 
Sir William de Lindſay, third ſon of David Lindſay, of 

Crawford, 
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Crawford, who, in the time of King David I. raiſed his 


fortune by marrying Chriſtian, daughter and ſole heir to 


Sir William Muir, of Abercorn, in the county of Lith- 
gow; for having with her that Lordſhip, and ſeveral others, 
he thereupon added to his arms, being gules, a feſs, cheque, 
argent and azure; the arms alſo of Sir William Muir; 
and afterwards changed his lands of Dunotter, in the coun- 
ty of Kincardin, with Sir William Keith, Marſhal of 
Scotland, for his lands of Struthers, in the county of Fife, 
which from thenceforth have been the principal ſeat of this 
noble family. He was ſucceeded by his ſon John, who, 
in the twentieth of James II. was conſtituted Chief Juſti- 
ciary North of the river Forth, and one of his Majeſty's 
Privy Council; and marrying a daughter of the Lord 
Lorn, by her had five ſons and two daughters; whereof 
Chriſtian was firſt married to John, ſon to George, Lord 
Seron, and afterwards to Robert Coningham, Lord Kil- 
maurs ; and of the ſons, which were David, John, Patrick, 
George, and Walter, the youngeſt was made Lord St. John, 
and George was knighted ; and in 1480, David ſucceeding 


his father, aſſiſted King James III. at the battle of Bannock- 


burn ; but in 1492 dying without iſſue, John his brother 
became heir; who dying alſo without iſſue in 1498, Pa- 
trick, the third ſon ſucceeded, and by James V. was made 
Sheriff of the county of Fife ; which office he had till 1531, 
when it was heretably conferred upon George Leſley, Earl 
of Rothes. He married Margaret, a daughter of the fa- 
mily of Pitcairn, by whom he had a ſon John, and a 
daughter Katharine, who was married to Sir Alexander Se- 
ton, of Parbroth; and John, his ſon, marrying Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Andrew Lundy, of Balgony, by her had a 
ſon lohn, who ſucceeded his grandfather, and married 
Helen, daughter of John Stewart, Earl of Athol, by whom 
he had Patrick his heir, and five daughters; of which Iſa- 
bel was married to Norman Leſley, ſon to George, Earl of 
Rothes; Marian to Cuthbert, Earl of Glencairn; and Jane, 
to Henry, fon of Henry, Lord Sinclair; Patrick, who ſuc- 
ceeded, and was active for the reformat on of religion, and 
on the King's fide in the minority of James VI. marrying 
Eupbeme, daughter of Robert Douglas, of Locheven, by 
her had James his heir, and a daughter Margaret, married 
to James, Lord Lefley, eldeſt fon of Andrew, the fifth Earl 
of Rothes, | 
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Jauzs, who in 1 7005 ſucceeded his father, married 
Eupheme, daughter of Andrew, Earl of Rothes, and by her 
had two ſons and two daughters ; whereof Helen was mar. 
ried to John, ſon to William, Lord Cranſton ; Robert the 
eldeft ſon ſucceeded, and marrying Ann, daughter of Lay- 
rence, Lord Oliphant, by her had a daughter, who was 
married to Alexander Falconer, the firſt Lord Halkerton, 
but having no iſſue, his brother John ſucceeded to the eſ- 
tate. He married the Lady Chriſtian Hamilton, daughter 
to Thomas, the firſt Earl of Hadington; and dying in 
1616, by her, who married to her fecond huſband, Robert, 
Lord Boyd, left | 

(14th Earl) Joan, his heir, who by King Charles I. was 
created Earl of Lindſay, and ſucceeded to the title of Earl 
of Crawford, as above-mentioned, the firſt Lord in the 
rolls of parliament of Scotland. 

After the death of the ſaid King, he adhered to King 
Charles II. at whoſe coronation at Scoon, on the firſt of 
January, 1651, he carried the ſcepter ; but the ſame year 
receiving a commiſſon from his Majeſty to raiſe forces for 
his ſervice, in order to his reſtoration, he, with ſeveral 
other Lords, was ſurprized at Elliot in Angus, by the Eng- 
liſh, and ſent priſoner to the Tower of London, where he 
ſuffered a tedious impriſonment, till the reſtoration, 1660.

daughter and heir of Sir John Crawford of Kilbirny, and 
had iſſue John, created Viſcount Garnock, of whom here- 
after. 

(15th Earl) WILLIAu, who ſucceeded, married to his 
firſt wife, the Lady Mary, daughter of James Johnſton, 
Earl of Annandale, by whom he had two ſons, John, his 
heir, and James, who was a Colonel, and unfortunate 
{lain at the battle of Almanza, in 1707 : And by his ſe. 
cond wife, Henrietta, daughter of Charles Seton, Earl of

Margaret, daughter of John Coningham, of Glengarnock, 
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Pumferlin, and widow of William Fleming, Earl of Wig- 
ton, he had a ſon Thomas, and fix daughters, | 
* (16th Earl) Jon, who was by his firſt wife, and ſuc- 
ceeded his father, chuſing a military life, on the 5th of 
May, 1710, was made a Lieutenant-General, and in 1713, 
was appointed Colonel of the ſecond croop of Horſe Gre. 
nadier Guards, and one of her Majeſty's Privy Council ; 
but dying on the 4th of January, 1714, left iſſue by Ame- 
lla his wife, daughter of James Stewart, Lord Down, el. 
deſt ſon, and heir apparent, to Alexander, the fixth Earl 
of Moray, two ſons, John and William, which laſt died 
in the poſt of a Captain in the royal navy. 

(x7th Earl) Joan, ſucceſſor to his family, betook him- 
ſelf to a military life. In 1734, he was a volunteer in the 
Imperial army on the Rhine; and alſo in the Imperial army 
in a battle againſt the Turks in 1739, when he received a 
dangerous wound in his thigh. In 1740, he had the com- 
mand of the ſecond troop of Horſe Grenadier Guards, af- 
ger which he was Colonel of the Royal Scots Dragoons, 
After lingering ſome years with the ſaid wound, his Lord- 
ſhip died 1n the year 1749. He married in 1747 Lady Jane 
Murray, youngeſt daughter of John, Duke of Athol, who 
ſoon after died without ifſue at the baths of Aix, in Ger- 
many; and the ſeveral dignities of Earl of Crawford, &c. 
are now devolved on George Viſcount Garnock, deſcended 
from the Honourable Patrick Lindſay, who married Mar- 

ret, the heireſs of Sir John Crawford, as aforeſaid. 
The firſt of this family was Malcolm Crawford, of Gar- 
nock, who in the reign of King James III. marrying Mar- 
gery, daughter and ſole heir of John Barclay, Laird of 
Rildirny, with her had thoſe lands; and Malcolm their ſon 
marrying Mary, daughter of Robert Crighton, of San» 
quar, Eſq. anceſtor to the Earls of Dumfries, by her had 
two ſons, Robert his heir, and John. 

RoptrT, who ſucceeded, married Margaret, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Semple, of Ellerſton, and by her had a ſon 
Laurence, He' married Helen, daughter of Sir Hugh 
Campbell, of Loudon, anceſtor to the Earl of that title, by 


whom he had fix ſons and two daughters; whereof Hugh, 


the eldeſt, ſucceeding, and marrying to his firſt wife Mar- 
garet, daughter of John Colquan, of Luſs, by her had a 
daughter Marian, married to John Boyle, anceſtor to the 
Earl of Glaſgow, and Malcolm his heir, who marrying

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by Margaret his wife, daughter of John, Lord Fleming, 
by her had two ſons, John and Alexander. 

Joux, who ſucceeded, married Margaret, daughter of 
John Blair, of that ilk, by Griſel his wife, daughter of 
Robert, Lord Semple, and by her had a ſon John, who 
marrying Lady Mary Coningham, daughter of james, 
Earl of Glencairn, by her was father of another John, who 
was Colonel of a regiment under King Cnarles I, He mar- 
ried Magdalen, daughter of David, Lord Carnegy, and 
by her had Margaret his heir; which daughter being mar- 
red to the Honourable Patrick Lindſay, ſecond ſon to Toh, 
the fourteenth Earl of Crawford, her father intailed his eſ- 
tate upon her and her heirs male or female by that marriage, 
they taking the ſurname and arms of Crawford. 

The iſſue of the ſaid marriage being three ſons, and as 
many daughters, of whom, Margaret was marged to David 
Royle, Earl of Glaſgow, Ann was the ſecond wiſe of Harry

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T HE Right Honourable JAMES HAY, Earl of 
ERROL, Baron Hay of Slanes, hereditary High Conſ- 
tableof Scotland, and eldeſt ſon of the late Earl of Kil- 
marnock : he ſucceeded to theſe honours in 1758, upon the 
death of Mary, Counteſs of Errol, in the right of his mo- 
ther, who was only daughter of Margaret, Counteſs of 
Linlithgow, ſiſter of Charles, late Earl of Errol. In July, 
1762, he married Rebecca, daughter of Alexander Lock- 
hart, Eſq. by whom he had one daughter, Lady Mary, 
He married, ſecondly, Miſs Ker, daughter of William Ker, 
7 Etal, Eſq. by whom he hath a daughter, Lady Char- 
zOtte, | | 
This noble family is of antient extraction, and likewiſe 
famous on account of their riſe and arms ; for in the reign 
of Kenneth III. in the year 980, when the Danes had in- 
vaded Scotland, and prevailed in the battle of Lancarty, 
near Perth, the Scots were worſted and gave way; and in 
their flight through a narrow paſs were ſtopt by a country- 
man and his two ſons, who encouraged them to rally and 
renew the fight; telling them, it was better and more ho- 
nourable to die in the field fighting for their King and 


country, than to fly and be afterwards killed'by the merci- 


leſs Danes ; and upbraided thoſe who would fly like cow- 
ards, when all lay at ſtake : The more timourous ſtood ſtill, 
and many of the ſtout men, who fled more by the deſertion 
of their companions, than want of courage, joined with 
the old man and his ſons to ſtop the reſt, till there was a 
good number together : The countrymen, who were armed 
with only what their ploughs furniſhed, leading them on, 
and returning upon the Danes, made a furious onſet, 


crying 
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crying aloud, Help is at hand ; the Danes believing that a 
freſm army was falling on them, the Scots thereby totally 
defeated them, and freed their own country from ſervitude. 

The battle being over, the old man, afterwards known 
by the name of Hay, was brought to the King, who aſ- 
ſembling a parliament at Scoon, gave to the ſaid Hay and 
his ſons, as a jult reward of their valour, ſo much land on 
the river Tay ia the diſtrict of Gowry, as a falcon from a 
man's hand flew over till it ſettled ; which being fix miles 
in length, was afterwards called Errol, and is ſtill poſſeſt by 
the family of Hay, which is lineally deſcended from the ſaid 
valiant Hay : And the King being willing to promote the 
ſaid Hay and his ſons, to the rank of nobility, he aſſigned 
them a coat of arms, which was argent, three eſcutcheons 
gules, to intimate that the father and the two ſons had been 
the three fortunate ſhields of Scotland. 

The particular ſtate of this family, from the reign af 
Kenneth III. to that of Robert I. is not clear upon record: 
Length of time and accidents of war having obſcured the hiſ- 
tory ; however, there are two charters extant, granted by 
William the Lion, of the lands of Errol to William de 
Haya, and David de Haya; and in the charters of Mal- 
colm IV. William, and Alexander II. frequent mention is 
made of Gulielmus de Haye, and Johannes de Haye, as 
witneſſes ; and at Berwick, in the diſpute between John 
Baliol and Robert, Bruce, before King Edward I. of Eng- 
land, Nicholas de Haya 1s one of the arbitrators; but 
ſince the beginning of King Robert Bruce's reign, in 1306, 
the pedigree 1s uninterrupted : | 

GiLBERT DE Hay, Lord of Errol, adhered to King 
Robert I. whom he aſſiſted in retrieving the independence 
of his nagzye country, then ſubject to the Engliſh; and 
in e of his great loyalty and faithful ſervices, 
ke had a grant of d vers crown lands: and his Majefty, 
s pleaſed, by a charter bearing date the 12th of No- 
vember, 1315, to grant unto him and his heirs for ever, 
the office of High Conſtable of Scotland ; which for ſeveral 
generations had been held by the family of Quincy, beiag 
then forfeited. 

This Lord Gilbert died in the year 1230, and was buried 
in the abbey church of Coupar, where ſeveral of his ſuc. 
ce ſſors were likewiſe interred ; and 

N1caoLas», his ſon, was the ſecond Hizh Conſtable of 
Scotland, On the 11th of Auguſt, 1332, he, with 280

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atlemen of his family, were killed in the ſervice of Kin 
Paid Bruce, againſt Edward Baliol, with his Engliſh allies 
in the battle of Dupplin, near Perth ; ſo that the family of 
Hay would have been quite extin&, had not his Lady been 
with child, and ſupported it with the birth of a poſthumous 
ſon. 

David, his ſon, born as ahove-mentioned, by reaſon of 
his nonage, is not mentioned for a long time. 

THomas, his ſon, married the Princeſs Elizabeth, 
daughter to King Robert II. in whoſe reign he became poſ.

mily is deſcended the preſent Earl of Kinnoul. 

WirIIAu, who ſucceeded, was one of the Commiſſion— 
ers deputed by the eſtates of Scotland to treat with the Eng- 
liſh court touching the redemption of King James I. who 
was detained priſoner in that realm; which being effected in 
1424, he thereupon was knighted, He married Margaret, 
daughter to the Lord Graham, and dying at Purriff, in 
1434, left two ſons, Gilbert and William. 

GILBERT, the eldeſt ſucceeded, and marrying Alice, 
daughter of Sir William Hay, of Veſter, anceſtor to the 
Marquis of Tweeddale, by her had William his heir, and 
five other ſons, and died in 1436. 

(1 Earl) WiLLiam, who ſucceeded, being a perſon of 
fingular mer't, was by King James II. in 1452, in recom- 
pence of his faithful ſervices, created Earl of Errol, and 
died at Slanes, in 1470. He married Beatrix, daughter of 
William Douglas, Lord Dalkeith, and by her had Nicol

In the reign of Queen Mary, the ſaid James, fourth Earl 
of Morton, who ſucceeded his father-in-law, was one of 
the Privy Council, and by her Majeſty ſent Ambaſſador in. 
to England, and made Lord High Chancellor of Scotland ; 
but in the ſame reign the Earl of Bothwell having a deſign to 
murder Henry, Lord Darnley, the Queen's Huſband, in 
order to marry the Queen, and craving the Earl of Mor- 
ton's aſſiſtance therein, the Earl left the court and retired 
into the country, during which time that ſcandalous and 
bloody tragedy was acted; and many years after he was be- 
headed for being privy thereto, though he had no other 

uilt than concealing it. 

When the Earl of Bothwell had married the Queen, it 
greatly alarmed the nation, as ſuſpecting the Earl to be the 
murderer of her former huſband, and that by ſuch an union 
the young Prince was in great danger; whereupon the Earl 
of Morton was one of the nobility who made an aſſociation 


to preſerve him; and on the 2gth of July, 1567, which was 


the day of his coronation, took the oath to the infant King. 

In this new turn of affairs the Earl of Morton's ſhare was 
very conſiderable; and he was ſoon after degtared High 
Chancellor of Scotland, then High Admiral, and on the 
24th of November, 1572, Regent of the kingdom, a". 
. 5 
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the King's minority; but being diſapreeable to the other 
party, who had the young King in their hands, they at 
length brought about his ruin ; for by accuſing him as ac- 
ceſſary to the murder of the King's father, he was thereupon 
ſent priſoner to Dunbarton-caſtle, from whence, on the 1ſt 
of june, 1581, he was brought to his trial at Edinburgh, 
where he was found guilty by his Peers, of being a party in 
the ſaid murder, by not revealing it when the Earl of Broth- 
well propoſed it to him, and was ſentenced to be hanged 
and quartered ; but by the favour of the King he was next 
day beheaded at the Market Croſs of Edinburgh, and what 
was remarkable, the execution was performed by an engine 
of his own inventing for that uſe, called The Maiden, and 
he was the firſt who ſuffered by it. 

Upon the death and forfeiture of the regent, the title of 
Earl of Morton was ſoon after ſettled by the parliament on 
the Earl's nephew,

HE Right Honourable DAVID KENNEDY, Earl of 
Caſlils, and Lord Kennedy ſucceeded his brother, 
Thomas, the late Earl, Nov. 20, 1775.

2 Right Honourable JOHN BOWES LYON, Earl 
of STRATHMORE and KEINGHORN, Lord Lyon 
and Glamis, ſucceeded his father, the late Earl, in April, 
1776. 

The origin of this noble family is ſaid to be the ſame as 
that of Lyon in France, which derives itſelf from the noble 
Houſe of Leoni at Rome, a branch whereof came from France 
into England with William the Norman, in 1966, and from 
thence in 1098 to Scotland with King Edgar, the fourth ſou 
of Malcom III. 

This Lyon was a great favourite with that Prince ; and 
for the good ſervices he had done againſt Donald Bane, the 
uſurper, had a grant of conſiderable lands in Perthſhire, 
which from him received the name of Glen Lyon. 

Afterwards Joan DE Lyon, obtained a grant from King 
David II. of the Baronies of Forteviot and Fergundeny in 
the ſaid county, with Drumgawan, and others 1n the ſhire 
0 Aberdeen, and the grant was confirmed by King Ro- 

ert II. x . 

(iſt Lord) Sir Joan Lyon, ſon of the ſaid John, was 
Secretary to the ſaid King Robert II. who in the Year 1379. 


granted him the Thanedom of Glamis, in Forfarſhire, and

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and not long after preferred him to be great Chamberlain of 
Scotland. He alſo advanced him to the degree of a Lord of 
Parliament, by the title of Lord Glamis, and gave him in 
marriage the Lady Jane Stewart, his third and youngeſt 
daughter, by Elizabeth Mure, his firſt wife, together with 
the Barony of Kinghorn in Fifeſhire, and from that match 
his family had the honour to ſurround their arms with a 
double treſſure.

by whom he had Sir Alexander Stewart, who married Jane 
Kennedy, daughter to the Laird of Bargany, in Carrick, 
and by her was father of another Alexander, who on the 
gth of September, 1513, was ſlain at the battle of Floddon 
with King james IV. He married Chriſtian, daughter of

Of this family, which is ſaid to be originally from Ger- 
many, was Simon de Ramſay, of Dalhoufie, in Lothian, 
or county of Edinburgh, who in the reign of David I.

To him ſucceeded his ſon Sir William, who taking up arms 
for the ſervice of his King, was rewarded with the lands of 
Nether Liberton, as appears by a charter ſtill extant under the 
Great Seal, and therein was ſucceeded by his ſon Sir Alex- 
ander, who in 1402, loſt his lite at the ſecond battle of Ha- 
lidon-hill, againſt the Percys. Sir Alexander, his ſon, 
ſucceeded, and was knighted by King James I. and his ſon 
Alexander, who lived in the time of King James II. and III.

HE Right Honourable JAMES FORBES, Lord 
7 FORBES, ſucceeded his father in 1761. He mar- 
ried Catherine, only daughter of Sir Robert Innes, Bart. 
by whom he has a ſon and daughter. 

The antiquity of this numerous family, is ſufficiently at- 
teſted by a grant from King Alexander II. about 1230, to 
2 the ſon of John, of the lands and tenements of 
Forbes, in the county of Aberdeen; and from thence is 
derived the ſurname, according to the mode of thoſe days as 
it was in South Britain. 

The firſt of this name on record was Alexander Forbes, 
who, in 1303, reſolutely defended his caſtle of Urquart, 
near Elgin, againſt King Edward I. which being taken by 
ſtorm, he, and the whole garriſon were put to the ſword ; 
and by that fatal ſtroke his family had been extinct, if his 
wife had not preſerved it by Alexander, a poſthumous ſon ; 
which Alexander, in compenſation of what his father had 
loſt in the ſervice of his country, had a grant from King 
Robert I. of divers lands ; but he inheriting the principles 
of his father, and adhering to King David Bruce, againſt 
Edward Baliol, was flain at the great battle of Dupplin, 
1232. 

In the reign of Robert H. Sir John Forbes, of that ilk, 
the ſon of the aforeſaid Alexander, acquiring from Tho- 
mas, Earl of Mar, ſeveral lands in the county of Aberdeen, 
was therein confirmed by the charter of that King; and in 
the fifth of Robert III. was conſtituted Juſtice and Coroner 
of that county, He married Elizabeth Kennedy, a daugh-

HE Right Honourable GEORGE FRASER, Lord 

SALTON, and Abernethy, ſucceeded his brother 
Alexander; and, on May 3e, 1756, married Helen Gor- 
don, daughter of George Gordon, of Kinedder, Eſq. by 
whom he has two ſons and two daughters, 1. Alexander ;

About the year 807, in the reign of Achaius, King of 
Scotland, Pierre Fraſer, Seigneur de Troile, was ſent Am- 
baſſador to Scotland from Charlemain, King of France, 
and married Euphemia, only daughter of Raham, King 
Achaius's great . and their children the Fraſers 
were ſettled in Tweeddale, or county of Peebles. 

In the reign of Malcolm III. called Canmore, Alexander 
Fraſer was donator to the abbey of Kelſo, as was alſo Simon, 
In the reign of Malcolm IV. called the Maiden, about the 
year 1157. 

But fince the year 1214, in the reign of Alexander II. 
there is a diſtin account of the Fraſer family, that is, of 
the predeceſſors of the Lord Salton, who, when Lairds of 
Philorth, in Buchan, became heirs to the Thanes of Cowie, 
their anceſtors in Kincardinſhire. For, about this time, 
1 Fraſer, who was called Sheriff of Tweeddale, and 

aird of Oliver-caſtle in that county, had a fon, Alexander, 
called Thane, or Steward of Cowie, who, in the year 1247,

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He had three ſons, the famous Sir Simon Fraſer, William, 
and Gilbert, among whom he divided his lands. Sir Simon 
Fraſer was born in the year 1256, in the reign of Alexander 
III. and was taken and carried priſoner into England by 
King Edward I, but in the year 1297, being ſet at liberty, 
and returning into Scotland, he joined Sir William Wallace, 
In the year 1302, he was a Commander in the Scots army, 
with his couſin Sir John Cumming, and the ſaid Wallace, 
when they gained a notable victory at Roſlin, near Edin- 
burgh, over the Engliſh commanded by John Segrave. This 
Sir John Cumming made peace with King Edward, which 
Sir Simon neglecting to do, was baniſhed for three years, 
not only Britain and Ireland, but alſo France, till the time 
of King Robert Bruce, when he returned home: And at the 
battle of Methwen, 1306, though he thrice ſaved that 
King's life, yet he could not ſave himſelf ; but being taken 
ee we was carried to Londen, and there put to death,

HE Right Honourable GEORGE KEITH, Earl 
MARSHAL, Lord Keith, Lord Marſhal, of Scot+ 
land, and heritable Sheriff of the county of Kincardin, 
ſucceeded his father William in 1712 ; but joining in the 
rebellion, in 1715, with the Earl of Mar, his eſtate and 
honours were forfeited: by an act of attainder in 1716, with 
the Earls of Mar, Southeſk, Linlithgow, Panmure and 
Seaforth, | | 
According to hiſtory, this family derives its origin from 
one Robert, a. chieftan among the Catti, from which it is 
ſaid came the ſurname of Keith ; and he and his followers 
having joined Malcolm II. King of Scotland, at the battle 
of Panbridge, in 1006, were very inſtrumental in gaining 
a preat victory over the Danes, where Camus, their Gene- 
ral was killed by the hands of this Robert, which King 
Malcolm perceiving, dipped his finger in Camus's blood, 
and drew long red ſtrokes or pales on the top of Robert's 
ſhield, which have ever ſince been the armorial figures of 
his deſcendants. In the year 1010, he was advanced by 
the ſaid King to the heritable dignity of Marſhal of Scot- 
land; and afterwards, for his ſervices, rewarded with a 
Barony in Lothian, Which was called Keith-Marſhal, after 
his own name; likewiſe the ifle of Inſkeith, in the gulph of 
Edinburgh, which was then beſtowed on him alſo.”

Anne made Secretary of State, in 1713 ; but being joined 
by ſeveral noblemen and gentlemen with their followers, to 
the number of 600, and ſetting up his ſtandard, and pro- 
claiming the pretender, a battle was fought at Sheriff 
moor, near Dumblain, Nov. 13, 1715, between John,

| HE Right Honourable JAMES LEVINGSTON, Earl 
of LINLITHGOW and Callender, and Lord Al- 
mond, while fourth Earl of Callender, ſucceeded his uncle 
George, the fourth Earl of Linlithgow, in 1695 ; and mar- 
ried Lady Anne, daughter of John Hay, Earl of Errol, by 
whom he had a fon of his name, who died in 1715, anda 
daughter, Lady Anne, married to the Earl of Kilmarnock.

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MACKENZIE, EARL or SEAFORTH. 


HE Right Honourable WILLIAM MACKENZIE, 

Earl of SEAFORTH, Lord Mackenzie, of Kintail, 

and hereditary Conſtable of Donen-caſtle, ſucceeded his 
father Kenneth in 1701; and, in 1715, married Mary, 
only daughter and heir to Nicholas Kennet, of Cuxhow, in 
Northumberland, 
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Northumberland, Eſq. and by her, who died in France, in 
1739, had a ſon Kenneth. But being a party in the rebel- 
lion in 1715, againſt King George I. he made his eſcape; 
and, in April 1719, landed in the north-weſt of Scotland, 
with the Marquis of Tallibairden, the Earl Marſhal, and 
ſome Spaniſh forces, to carry on a ſecond rebellion ; but 
they were ſoon defeated at Glenſheil, by Major General 
Wightman. He was attainted in 1716, with other Lords; 
bur through the King's clemency, in 1726, he obtained a 
pardon, and returned home, where he remained 1n a quiet 
retirement till his death. Kenneth, or, as he was com- 
monly called, Lord Fortroſe, married Lady Mary, daughter 
of Alexander, Earl of Galloway, by whom he had Ken- 
neth, who was created Viſcount Fortroſe, and Earl of Sea- 
forth, in Ireland, and had fix daughters, = 

Kenneth, the fourth Earl of Seaforth, and the father of 
the late Earl, ſucceeded his father Kenneth, in 1678; and, 
by King James VII. was made one of the Privy Council, 
and a Ea ht of the Thiſtle; and following that King into 
France and Ireland, after the revolution, he was created a 
Marquis, though that honour was not allowed here, 

The firſt of this name is ſaid to be Collin Fitzgerald, of 
the family of Kildare, in Ireland, who, with a few volun- 
teers, in 1263, came from that kingdom to the aſſiſtance of 
Alexander III. King of Scotland, againſt the Norwegians 
and Danes; and then behaved ſo well at the battle of Lar-

1 Right Honourable JAMES CARNEGIE, Earl of 
SOUTHESK, and Lord Carnegie, married the 
Lady Margaret Stewart, daughter of James, the fixth Earl 
of Galloway; and by her (he married, fecondly, John 
Sinclair, eldeſt ſon of Henry, Lord Sinclair) had a ſon and 
4 daughter, who both died young. This * Who was 
the fifth Earl of Southeſk, was attainted of high-treaſon, 
for being concerned in the rebellion 1715. Sir James Car- 
negie, of Pittarro, Bart. is the repreſentative of this fa- 
mily, fince the death of the ſaid Earl, which happened at a 
convent in France, 1729. 

His eſtate, as reported by the Commiſſioners for the for- 
ſeited eſtates, was 32711. a year. 

This noble family were anciently proprietors of the lands 
of Balinaird, in the county of Forfar, which were lan 
1233 by them; and in the reign of Dav d II.

HE Right Honourable JOHN OGILVY, Eatl of 
AIRLY, and Lord Ogilvy and Lentrathin, ſucceeded 
Kis father David, and married the heireſs of Ogiluy, of 
Cluny, by whom he had a ſon, David, who, in 1745, came 
cover from. France, and joined the rebels in Scotland; but 
making his eſcape, after the battle at Culloden, was at- 
tainted by a& of parliament, 1746. He commanded a 
regiment in the French ſervice, called by his own name. 
David, the third Earl, married Lady Griſel, daughter of 
Patrick Lyon, the third Earl of Strathmore, by whom he 
had two ſons, via. t.. James, who when he was Lord Ogilvy, 
about twenty years of age, was attainted for joining in the 
rebellion of 1715, ; but the eſtate not being in his perſan 
was ſaved, and went to his brother John.

Sidney Godolphin, was the Lord Treaſurer, during the 
French war, in the reign of Queen Anne. He was Chief 
Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, in three preceding reigns, 
and created Baron Godolphin, of Nialton, in Cornwall, in 
1684, by King Charles II. Viſcount Rialton, and Earl of 
Godolphin, in 1706, by Queen Anne, being alſo thea a 
Knight of the Garter. He died in 1712, at Marlborough- 
houſe, in St. Albans, aged ſixty-four. By his wife Marga- 
ret, one of the daughters and co heireſſes of Colonel 
Blague, he had a ſon and heir Francis, born in 1678, of 
whom his mother died in child-bed. 

Francis, Earl of Godolphin, in the reign of Queen 
Anne, was Warden of the Stannaries in. Cornwall, and a 
Teller of the Exchequer, which he reſigned for Cofferer of the 
Houſhold. He was afterwards Groom of the Stole to King 
George I. and II. and at laſt Lord Privy Seal. In 1733, 
after the death of his ſon and heir, William, he was created 
Baron of Helfton, in Cornwall, with remainder to the 
male 
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male heirs of Dean Godolphin, afore- mentioned, and died 
Jan. 17, 1. aged eighty-ſeren. He married Henrietta 
Churchill, eldeſt daughter and co heireſs of John, Duke of 
Marlborough, who became Ducheſs of Marlborough on the 
death of her father, in 1722, the parliament having ſettled 
the Duke's titles on his daughters, and their heirs male. By 
her he had a ſon William, ftiled Marquis of Blandford, 
who having married a Dutch Lady, died in 1731, without 
iſſue; wherefore Francis Godolphin, deſcended from the 
Dean aforeſaid, ſucceeded as Baron Godolphin, on the 
death of Earl Godolphin, in 1765.
